25 Cent loll 


Termed Legal 


By State Counsel 


A 25 cent toll limit for non-com­ 
mercial cars crossing the Golden 
Gate bridge is legal as set up in a 
Mil passed by the legislature and 
now on the governor's desk await­ 
ing signature. 
That is the opinion of the state 
legislative counsel. The opinion was 
prepared after u routine request by 
Governor Earl Warren for infor­ 
mation on its constitutionally. A 
copy of the opinion was sent ^o 
Senator Jack McCarthy, author of 
the bill. 


Mysteiry Shrouds Fatal 
Shooting Of Strand 


Ifte fatal shooting of Henri 
Strand outside his ex-wife’s home 
at Strawberry Point on June 1« 
remained a mystery to most people 
today. 
Deputy District Attorney Roger 
Garety reported the death weapon, 
from which J38 caliber bullet was 
fired at Strand, has never been 
found. 


CONTRASTING OPINION 
The legislative counsel said toll 
limitation does not impair the rights 
of the bondholders—and “the courts 
would hold the bill* constitutional 
against any attack based on the 
grounds that the provision impairs 
the obligation of contract .** 
This is in direct contrast to an 
opinion prepared by bridge attor­ 
ney Florence M. McAuliffe for the 
bridge board of directors. Attorney 
McAuliffe declared the toll limita­ 
tion does impair rights of the bond­ 
holders and that she believes the 
bill to be unconstitutional. 
The legislative counsel’s opinion 
declared: 
"The question is presented, there­ 
fore, as to whether a temporary 
limitation of toll which may be 
charged a certain type of vehicle 
leaves the bond holders with suffi­ 
cient security.^ We do not believe 
that it can be said as a matter of 
law that such a temporary limita­ 
tion upon toll fixing powers of a 
bridge would substantially impair 
the security of any existing bond­ 
holders. 
NECESSARY PAYMENTS 
‘Tor one thing It may wen toe 
that even with the reduced toll as 
to passenger vehicles, sufficient rev­ 
enues would be collected so that 
all expenses of the district and the 
necessary payments on principal 
and interest of the bonded indebt­ 
edness of the district could be pakS. 
“Furthermore, the rate of toll 
charged commercial vehicles might 
be raised by the board of directors 
so that there would be no deficiency 
in any revenues st ail. 
“In other words it is a question 
of fact as to whether the security 
of \h e bondholders would be actu­ 
ally impaired, especially since the 
limitation of passenger vehicle tolls 
Is to remain in effect for only one 
pear. 
“In addition, the taxable property 
of the district would still be liable 
for any deficit in district revisnu 
so that as far as th* bondholders 
are concerned, it is difficult to see 
how their right* would be impaired 
by such a statutary limitation on 
tolls.

Company Asks 
Rafe Increase 
A petition to increase phone rates 
for the 1900 Novato subscribers was 
filed with the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission yesterday by the Los G ate/ 
Telephone Company, owner of the 
Novato exchange. 
If granted, increases may run as 
much as 100 per cent on business 
phones and varying rates on private 
instruments, it was announced. The 
company wants to boost minumum 
monthly bills from $2.75 to $4.05 
for one-party residence phones, and 
from $2A0 to $350 for two-party 
lines.

BOARD CUTS COLLEGE 
BUDGET TO $680,000 


Son Quentin Education Program Will Be 
Maintained Within The State Allotment

Trustees of the College of Marin 
last night adopted a budget of $680,- 
989.34 to operate the 
educational 
program at the college, adult classes 
and instruction at San Quentin 
prison. 
The budget was well below the 
$913399.82 spent during the current 
fiscal year for the programs, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Ada Fusselman, sec­ 
retary of the board of trustees. 
Mrs. Fusselman said the cuts were 
“a necessity” because trustees an­ 
ticipate the state will make less 
funds available this year to operate 
the San Quentin program. However, 
the prison educational program will 
be maintained 
within the state 
allotment, she said. 
Also to be revised are t’_ie re­ 
creational classes in the adult edu­ 
cation division of the collegj. Mrs. 
Fusselman said the college would 
not receive funds for folk dancing, 
and physical education classes and 
for that reason they will be cur­ 
rently dipped from the programs. 
TEE BASIS 
But, she added, thgy may be of­ 
fered later on a “fee” basis to be 
paid by the participants. 
College President Ward Austin 
said the college would be able to 
carry on “the same program” at 
San Quentin that it had last year. 
He said state funds totalling $208,- 
658, have been made available for 
the project. Of this amount $189,- 
689.45 would go for teachers’ salar­ 
ies and $18,968.94 for administration. 
A total of 23 full time teachers 
are needed at the prison for the 
dayrima elementary, high school 
school and vocational courses offer­ 
ed by the college, Austin said. Part- 
time teachers are needed for an ad­ 
ditional 39 vocational and academic 
courses offered by the prison night 
school. 
Enrollment in these prison classes 
will not be counted in the college’s 
daily attendance figures, although 
the ADA will be taken to provide 
state funds for the prison courses 
only. As a result of the ADA elimi­ 
nation however, Colege of Marin will 
not be eligible for equalization funds 
this year, Austin pointed out. He 
said he did not have immediately 
available the total amount this 
would cut the college revenues. 
‘WORTHY PROGRAM* 
(This spring a Senate investi­ 
gating committee charged that the 
college was making r, net profit of 
$151,000 on the prison program.) 
“The program at San Quentin 
is a worthy program and we want 
to do everything to carry it on,” 
Austin declared. “Those men will 


get out some day and be someone’s 
neighbors, we should do everything 
we can to make them the best 
neighbors possible.” 
He said, however, the limitation 
on administrative funds makes the 
operation more diificv.lt. “It isn’t 
enough to do the kind of an admin­ 
istrative job we’d like to do,” he 
declared. "Buz that’s all the funds 
we’re allowed, so that’s all we will 
be able to spend.” 
The new state regulations also 
cause other more minor reductions 
and regulations on both the prison 
and the adult education program, 
the college president said.

PREPARED TRUCK 
Nello Marcucci, chief of fire ser­ 
vices in Marin county for civil de­ 
fense, prepared to dispatch the 
truck, then stepped into the control 
room and announced the fact to 
Mrs. Booth. 
Mrs. Booth said she told Marcucci 
to wait and checked the mes»ge 
but did not find the source. 
Fifteen minutes later, she said a 
message was received asking, “Were 
you expecting sabotage?” 
It was 
signed by Mathias Meesfcers, mem­ 
ber of the San Anselmo group and 
former official of civil defense in 
Holland before World War II. Mees- 
ters had sent the “sabotage” mes­ 
sage a short time before. 
Mrs. Booth said the incident cer­ 
tainly showed that sabotage could 
occur here in time of disaster, and 
it really put members of the Civil 
Defense corps on their toes. 
Meesters is coordinating assistant 
to Mrs. Booth, and has advised her 
on general welfare, sabotage and in

Swim Where 
Water Safe, 
County Warns 


With the coming of summer and 
the hot day in Marin, the County 
Health Department has been flooded 
with inquires from picnickers and 
campers wanting to know where to 
swim» They are told: 
The best and safest place to swim 
in Marin is a supervised swimming 
pool. AH public pools in the county 
are regularly inspected by Health 
Department sanitarians. The in­ 
spections include testing the quality 
of' the water both chemically and 
bacteriotoglcally, a check of the 
cleanliness of the grounds and 
dressing rooms, and a 
discussion 
with the manager of 
the pool’s 
safety program. 
f 
Swimming in the ocean is safe 
only lor persons who are strong 
swimmers and who swim in pairs, f 
Strong currents and cold water 
are hazardous to any but the hard­ 
iest. Bay swimming, in general, is J 
not officially recommended. Al­ 
though progress Is being made in 
Marin county and elsewhere in the 
bay area in clearing up pollution of 
the Bay as well as ocean waters, 
the health department cannot give 
definite assurance that swinuhing 
in these waters la always eafe. Re­ 
peated 
laboratory analyses may 
.show that the water at the time of 
testing is all right, but as long as 


any potential sources of pollution 
exist there will be Urn potential 
danger of disease. 
Simiiariy, we do not recommend 
swimming in most of our Marin 
County creeks. This is not because 
we know of specific areas where 
thege is contamination with human 
waste. Sontaminations where found 
are abated. 'However, there are a 
number of homes along the banks 
of these streams^ and with rapid 


population growth as well as the 
influx of vacaüoners, the chance 
of stream pollution art Increased. 


Specific questions on this tub Jed 
will be answered by tht sanitation 
division of tht Health Department.

Your Money On Wednesday 


Plot New Europe Policy 
Of Unity, Not Partition 


It will cost Marin motorists, as well as those 
throughout the sute, about $1 per month more 
to drive ^heir cars starting next Wednesday. 
That’s the day that the new' sute highway users 
tax« go into effect. 
First and most evident result of the highway 
bid signed by Governor Warren last weekend, 
will be the increase of U/t c-nti in 
Pñct of 
gasoline. This is an added tax which the oil 
companies obviously are not going to absorb. 
Theoretically, this 1 \/t cent addition will re­ 
main on gasoline for two years, then drop to 1 
cent. But don’t count on it. 
For average drivers, those who put about 12,« 
000 miles per year on their speedometers, the 
added cost will be about $12 annually. You will 
pay more or less, depending on how much 
gasoline you use. 
Next January you’ll feel the increase a sec­ 
ond time. Registration fee for your car, which 
this year was $6, next year will be $8. 
A third direct increase will be felt when your 
driver’s license expires. Instead of paying $2 
for a new one good for four years, you will pay 
*3. 
There are otter increases too for highway 
. users, but most of them do not hit the motor­ 
ist directly. Diesel fuel tax ups from 
to 7 
cents; weight fees are increased one third. 
All this is aimed at bringing in $75,000,000 
per year during the next two years for addition­ 
al highway construction. After two yean the 
higher taxes are scheduled to drop about a 
third for the next eight yean. This was a com­ 
promise worked out between those favoring a 
1 cent and those favoring W/t cent increase in 
the gas tax. 
Theoretically the cent and a halfers wert 


only partially successful, because they asked 
that increase for the full 10 years. Practically, 
however, they won their point. The legislature 
meets again in two years and it seems highly 
unlikely that the state’s highways win be in 
any condition by that time to permit a reduc­ 
tion in the taxes. The legislature can continue 
it. 
Incidentally, if you are figuring it might he 
a good idea to put in a supply of gasoline now 
to escape the tax boost, don’t do it. They’ve 
thought of that too. Not only is it extremely 
dangerous to store a large quantiy of gasoline, 
but if you store more than 500 gallons you still 


have to pay a \ÿt cent “floor tax" on each gal­ 
lon of it. That takes all the,profit out of hoard­ 
ing. 
There is no doubt that California needs more 
and better highways and it needs money to buy 
them. The compromise the legislature worked 
out in the closing hours of the session is a sur­ 
prisingly good one. People who use the high­ 
ways the most, pay the greatest share. Those 
who don’t use them, pay nothing. 
With a $75,000,000 plum to cut, the State 
Highway Commission already is feeling pres­ 
sure as to where the money should be spent. 
“Build our project first," is the regular cry now 
at the commission meetings. 
Major highways linking major communities 
are due for the largest share, according to the 
governor. But “there isn’t a part of tjie state 
that doesn’t need some of this new construction 
money and there isn’t a part of it that will not 
share in some of it," Warren declared. 


Just don’t forget us over hère in Marin, Mr. 
Governor. 


Juror Handbook 
Would Aid Justice 


Superior Court of Rhode Island has published 
a handbook for prospective jurors which instructs 
these men and women how they should conduct 
themselves during and after a trial. 
In a major sense, jurors are the real judges in 
criminal and equity cases. They decide the guilt 
or innocence of persons before the bar in matters 
of offenses. They determine the right or wrong 
of civil litigation, plus such matters of damages. 
The Constitution implies that any man or woman 
drawn for jury service is a “peer-’ of any person 
before the court It is a common law maxim that 
trial by one’s peers is real justice. 
It can happen, of course, that in a jury box 
there will be erne, three, a half dozen or perhaps 
twelve persons who in no sense are truly the 
equal of die person cm trial. There usually is,

however, a little maneuvering with lists, calls, 
court challenges by attorneys, etc., which keeps 
the “peer” parity idea fairly valid. Yet a juror 
can he a comer grocer who knows nothing about 
court or jury procedures. 


Any manual which can help such a legal 
stranger conduct himself properly in and out of 
court and the jury room, tell him his rights and 
duties, aid him in appraising evidential facts 
whatever the forensics of counsel, and permit him 
to understand why attorneys and witnesses act as 
they do, can be of great benefit.

Dear Ike: Don't Forget Your Paints 
Or Golf Clubs; Bermuda's Wonderful 


Tbs Bermuda meeting, we must 
now realize, will have to examine 
a much greater problem than the 
well known and over-advertised 
and artificially inflated dinferences 
among the Western allies. 
The real trouble is not that we 
have some disaggreementa In the 
Far East. It U that for the Euro­ 
pean situation which is now rap* 
Idly developing we have severally 
and jointly no policy at alL 


THE WORLD has outgrown the 
European policy which we worked 
out in the arises which became 
acute in 1947. Our European policy 
Is no longer related to the move­ 
ment of events and it is radically 
out of touch with the opinions and 
sentiments of the European peo­ 
ples. 
Forced upon us by the bitter 
eruettles of the Stalinist Empire, 
the policy was an improvisation 
for an emergency. It 
was de­ 
signed to contain the expansion 
of a barbarous conquest which al­ 
ready had half of Europe in Its 
grip. In no serious and practical 
sense has the policy ever con­ 
templated either the liberation of 
Eastern Europe or the recession 
of the Stalinist empire. 


THE POLICY is indeed founded 
upon the working assumption that 
the partition of Germany and of 
Europe will continue indefinitely. 
The military and political in­ 
stitutions set up to defend the 
Western part of Europe, and to 
make this fragmentary Europe 
workable and liveable, have re­ 
quired a high state of tension. 
Without a fear of Soviet aggres­ 
sion great enough to override all 
other feelings, the peoples would 
not have made the sacrifices of 
their personal convenience, their 
class and national interests, that 
the policy has called for. 


FOR MORE than a year, it has 
been increasingly plain that the 
situation was changing and that 
the policy, which had been neces­ 
sary for the emergency, could be­ 
come a dangerous liability if for 
any reason the emergency passed. 
Even before Stalin’s death a 
main support of the policy grew 
feebler and virtually disappeared. 
rntat was the belief that the So­ 
viet was intending and planning 
the military conquest of Europe. 
The disappearance of this be­ 
lief, which has been sanctioned by 
men like Churchill himself, has 
been the operative cause of the 
rejection in Europe of our prin­ 
cipal projects, such as the Lisbon 
program for NATO, the hurried 
rearmament of Germany, the Eu­ 
ropean Defense Community. All 
have withered on the vine because 
the sap which nourished them, the 


fear of military 
ceased to run. 
conquest, had 


THE REJECTION of ths proj­ 
ect, with which we hava so un­ 
wisely identified ourselves so much 
too zealously, has brought with it 
serious political trouble for the 
men and the parties who have sup* 
parted our policies. 
Ths first Ut go down was »chu­ 
rn an in France. In Italy, ths Cen­ 
ter coalition under ds Gaspert 
has grown much weaker since 
1944—a* one Italian put it, be­ 
cause the people were now voting 
as they felt and no longer ss they 
feared. 
The position of Dr. Adeiiauer in 
Germany is highly vulnerable to 
any serious action by the Soviet 
Union to bring about the unifica­ 
tion of Germany, 
• 
IT IS IMPERATIVE that the 
Western alii« who arc going to 
Bermuda should form a policy 
which is founded, not on ths par­ 
tition of Europe but, on the end- * 
tog of ths partition of Europe. 
The mold of our present European 
policy is broken. No amount of ex­ 
hortation or threats of the end­ 
ing of subsidies can repair and 
restore it. 
The popular tides to Western 
Europe and the actions in Eastern 
Europe coming from the new re­ 
gime in Moscow, are releasing new 
forces all over Europe. They can­ 
not be led by the existing formu­ 
la, they cannot be regulated by 
the existing rules and plans. They 
will get entirely out of hand—as 
•gainst any constructive Influence 
we can hope to exert—if in plaoe 
of the contracted and dismem­ 
bered Europe we now support we 
are unable to propose a true all- 
European system. 


A GREAT DEAL is said here 
•bout how we favor ths unifica­ 
tion and the integration of Eu­ 
rope. But in fact what we have 
been talking about is the small 
part left to the West out of Eu- 
rope that the Stalinist empire had 
partitioned. 
A great deal has also been said 
—most of it quite confusing— 
about the great and imperative 
Idea of the liberation of Eastern 
Europe. 


NOW THE TIME has cone when 
the opportunity may be presented 
to us to promote by agreement the 
substantial Lb* ¿tion of Eastern 
Europe wit a an all-European 
system. It 
is 
an 
opportunity 
which, were it missed, might 
never be presented to us again. 
The Europeans will find some 
other way to end the monstrosity 
of their partition. That way may 
not be with us and it could a^l too 
easily be against us.

Public Should Start Thinking 
About Longer Solon Terms

..SACRAMENTO . (CN8) — Al­ 
though it may be slightly early to 
start thinking about 
the 
1954 
elections and some of the ballot 
propositions 
that 
will 
appear 
thereon, there is one, at least, 
which the voters of California will 
want to give plenty of considera­ 
tion before making up their minds 
to change the time-honored pro­ 
cedure of electing senators and as­ 
semblymen for four and two-year 
terms respectively. 
The 195S legislature adopted a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment, ACA 1, which would, if 
written into the state's basic law 
by the people, enlarge the terms 
of senators to six years, and the 
terms of assemblymen to four 
years. 


THE SAME amendment also 
would limit the terms of any in­ 
dividual •« governor of the State 
of California, except the incum­ 
bent when the law go« into ef­ 
fect, if it do«, to two, four-year 
terms in succession. 
Thus, the legislature is asking 
the people of California to put 
the state government on file same 
level as the federal government 
with one exception* insofar as 
terms are concerned. Congressmen 
are elected for two year terms 
only, while US. Senators serve 
six years, and a president may now 
serve only two terms. 


WHETHER CALIFORNIA will 
go along with ths legislative pro­ 
posal cannot be determined until 
after the November 1954 elections. 
And whether the proposal is good 
or bad is a question that can be 
determined only in the minds of 
the people who cast their ballots. 
There are arguments and food 
for thought on both aid« of the 
question. 
Proponents of the measure fee! 
its adoption would make for a 
more stable and experienced leg­ 
islature, with the new

the handling of important legisla­ 
tion. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, oppo- , 
nents feel that the seniority sys­ 
tem now in vogue to the state sen­ 
ate with 
its four-year terms, 
would merely be extended to the 
assembly and amplified in the 
senate with the freshmen taking 
just two years longer to roach 
the point where they would be of 
full value to their districts. 
Opponents also feel that the dis­ 
tricts would be penalised in the 
event a senator or assemblyman 
were elected to office who hap­ 
pened to be undesirable. It would 
take two y«rs longer for the dis­ 
trict to elect someone else. This 
has happened, but infrequently. 


THEN TO, there are assembly­ 
men and senators who do not en­ 
joy the ardors of campaigning. An 
additional two years in office 
would save them the trouble and 
expense of presenting themselves 
to the voters, and undoubtedly, 
would save many contributing in­ 
dividuals and organizations a great 
deal of money. 
Nobody knows exactly how much 
money is contributed in total, nor 
do many individuals who run for 
office. Of course, the proposed 
amendment wouldn’t help find 
out. But definitely, the contribu­ 
tors would save half on the as­ 
sembly and a third on the senate. 
And with the increasing costs of 
elections, the burden could become 
great, even for such a ‘wealthy 
lobby as the liquor interests. 
Limiting the governor to two 
terms in offices likewise has its 
good and bad points. A governor, 
under the proposed law, could 
have more than two toms, but 
not in succession.

Save Money, Add To Income 
With Hobby Of Bookbinding 
By ADELAIDE KERR

NEW YORK—Did you ever think 
of bookbinding as a way of putting 
money on your pocket? 
Quite a few people are doing it 
now—some to save the mmey tney 
would have to spend o o n w books, 
others as a service tor which their 
friends pay them. 
If you are interested in trying 
your hand, here are instructions 
from experts in book binding at the 
New York YWCA: 
Assemble those materials: Pieces 
of cardboard, stout wrapping paper 
and strong cloth such as chintz or 
closely woven linen, heavy and fine 
sand paper, a folder made of bone, 
a piece of muslin, a roll of wax 
paper, scissors 
and 
two 
pairt 
brushes—one fine, one ebuul two 
inch« wide. 
Next make your paste. Mix one 
tablespoonful of flour, one half 
t&blespoonful of laundry starch and 
a little cold water ints a smooth 
paste, adding a pinch oil alum to 
preserve it. Add one cup of boiling 
water and cook the mixture, stirring 
constantly until the paste is smooth. 
Now you are ready to begin book­ 
binding. Use the kitchen table for 
your work bench. Pull the old doth 
from the boards which bind the 
book and sandpaper them until 
smooth. 
If one of the boards is 


the paste has set and the cover is 
pressed down firmly, take the book 
out of the press. 
Cut diagonally 
into the comers of the doth margin 
to a point about one quarter of an 
inch from the book corner. Open 
the book wide and with the small 
brush, put a thin coat of paste on 
the top doth margin. Repeat the 
same process at the bottom. Than 
paste and turn in the rides, mitering 
the comers carefully. 
Now you are ready to make the 
end pages. 
These are the. inside 
pages that come up against the hard 
cover. 
Take a piece of colored 
paper to harmonize with the mater­ 
ial of the cover, fold it with the 
color side in and cut this fold« the 
size of (me of the book’s pages. 
Lay the folder closed with the open 
ing on the right and cover the top 
with a film of paste and paste it 
to the inside of the cardboard cover 
Take a ruler-shaped piece of stiff 
cardboard and run it up and down 
at the point where the cover meets 
the book, wedging the paper in 
smoothly at this point. Lay a piece 
of waxed paper over this pasted 
section so it will not damage the fly 
leaf and close the book to dry. Re­ 
peat the process in the back*

New Injection Method Tried 
In Treating Planter Warts 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
The foot is subject to many 
disturbances. 
Among the most frequently found 
ills are plantar warts, or warts 
present on the sole of the foot. 
They are common in peopla who 
must be on their feet a great deal. 
These warts are very sensitive 
to pressure and often feel like a 
thorn in the foot. They almost al­ 
ways occur just in the area' where 
the most pressure is put on the ball 
of the foot when walking. 
Usually the outer surfaces of thesa 
warts* are covered by a hard lid of 
almost calcified skin. Under this 
lid is a deep hole containing more 
or less moist, tough scar tissue 
around a core. 
Many methods have been used 
to treat this type of wart. They 
have been burned off with an elec­ 
tric needle. X-ray and radium have 
been used. Sometimes surgeons cut 
them out and apply a skin graft 
over the area they cut. A great deal 
of success has been had with the 
use of dry ice in removing these 
warts. 


Quite accidentally, a soldier con­ 
sulted a physician about injecting 
novocain or procaine underneath 
one of these warts in order to ease 
the pain so that he could march 
in a parade. The soldier did march 
successfully in the parade, and in 
a few days the wart also disap­ 
peared. 
Since that time, a weak solu­ 
tion of novocain or procaine has 
been used to inject these warts in 
a group of thirty patients observed 
for six months. Of this group, twen­ 
ty-two were cured, seven more still 
had their warts but did not have 
any symptoms of pain, and only one 
person of the thirty demonstrated 
no improvement whatsoever. 
Thus, quite by accident, medicine 
may have discovered a new method 
to treat plantar warts.

Cover the entire 
doth inside the margin marks with 
a thin smooth coat of paste. Fit 
the cover on the book and pull it 
tightly over the beck. Rub it to­ 
ward the outer edge with the bone 
folder until it is smooth.

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Parental Harmony Is Needed 
For A Well-Adjusted Child 
By DAVID TAYLOR MARKE 
AP Kewfeatures Writer 0 
How can you tell when a child is 
socially and emotionally well-ad­ 
justed? 
One of the country’s leading child 
psychiatrists, Dr. J. Louise Despot, 
replies: 
“The well-adjusted child not only 
takes all the love and affection his 
parents and other adults shower 
upon him, but gives of himself as 
well. He is a child who capable of 
getting joy out of his activities and 
who is able to communicate this 
joy to others. He is a child who 
knows how to assert himself, though 
not to the point of destruction. He 
is ofie who lives in an atmosphere 
of love and harmony.’* 
Dr. Despert, associate professor 
of clinical psychiatry and associate 
attending child psychiatrist at the 
New York Hospital-CoroeU Medical 
Center, has Just written a book, 
“Children of Divorce,** (Doubleday. 
$3.50) in which she has recorded 
over 20 years of experience with dis­ 
turbed as well as normal children. 
Not legal divorce but emotional di­ 
vorce is the destroyer of children, 
says Dr. Despert: 
“Countless more couples live out 
their lives and rear their children 
in the destructive dimate of emo­ 
tional divorce. Among the hundreds 
of unhappy children who come to 
the attention of a child psychia­ 


trist, I have seen many whose par­ 
ents had no thought of divorce. But 
I have never found one seriously 
disturbed child whose parents were 
happy, well integrated partners in 
a harmonious marriage.” 
During the last war, points out 
Dr. Despert, many children in Eng­ 
land were sent away from their 
families to places of safety. Yet 
these children deprived of the com­ 
pany of their parents were not as 
emotionally stable as those who re­ 
mained with their families during 
the blitz. The blitz child was made 
to understand that the whole family 
was in it together. They would take 
what came along together. They’d 
fight through together. And out of 
this came children who were well 
adjusted, happy in their parents’ 
love and in living together as a 
family. 
Childhood should be a time for 
learning gradually how to live as 
an adult in the adult world. The 
child's way of learning is by identi-, 
fication with the adults who have 
the greatest significance for him, 
his parents. She explains: 
“Njpt so much the words they say, 
but what they do and how they 
feel, the way they face their own 
hves as adults, are most meaningful 
to him. Out of these parent images, 
he unconsciously creates his own 
attitude«, his acceptance or rejec­ 
tion oi the responsibilities and priv­ 
ilege* of adulthood *

The month of showers may be 
April to the weatherman, but it’s 
June to American women. 
In hundreds of towns and cities 
all over the country, thousands of 
women arc planning showers for 
some bride right now. Showers of 
frothy lingerie, filmy stockings and 
smart linens to give them more 
beautiful totv jeaus. Showers 
to 
equip 
their 
closets, 
bathrooms, 
gardens and kitchens. Showers of 
music records, cosmetics, cookbooks 
and canned goods. 
If you are among the planners, 
there are some things to avoid. 
Don’t shower the bride with what 
you or your sister want. Find out 
what her preferences and her color 
scheme are. Don’t use the show« 
to repay your own social obliga­ 
tions. Since every one is expected 
to bring a gift, it is fitting that the 
guest list should be made up erf the 
bride’s friends —not some people 
who scarecly know her. 
And—a 
last word—plan well, so that things 
run smoothly; but don’t try to be 
too fancy. 
You can, of course, spend a lot of 
time and energy creating elaborate 
decorative effects for the show« 
gift table or tea table. But many 
hostesses consider that this is not 
very smart. These women give their 
energy to seeing that the refresh­ 


ments are good, that there are 
attractive bowls of flowers in the 
bouse and that the show« gifts 
are there on time, wen diversified 
and harmonizing with the bride’s 
color scheme. 
Guests are supposed to confer 
with the hostess before they pur­ 
chase their gifts and to have them 
delivered to her house well in ad­ 
vance of the party, so that all may 
be assembled before the guest of 
honor arrives. 
For this reason some hostesses 
prefer to telephone their invitations 
and discuss the gift question then 
and there. If you prefer to mail 
yours, you can use your own visit­ 
ing card and write on it; “Kitchen 
show« for Miss Mary Hannum, 
Tuesday, June 23rd” and the ad­ 
dress.
